PRESIDENT ASKS FOR LARGE WAR TAX

Washington, Sept. 4.—President Wilson today asked Con- 


gress to pass a bill creating $100,000,000 additional revenue 
through internal taxes. He addressed a joint session of the 
senate and house of representatives. He suggested that im- 
mediate action be taken in order that the sources of revenue 
chosen should yield a steady and constant flow. The president 
stated that during the month of August the receipts had fallen 
off $10,000,000 in customs and revenues as compared with 
last year. It was pointed out that a continuous loss during 
the year would amount to between $60,000,000 and $100,- 
000.000.

It must be that there is so'rjinii'eans by which they can 
inform themselves in aclyafiee, ai'fd'tjie qualifications of at 
least some of the candidates and ,be prepared to mark theii 
ballots without the necessity of cafefii|ly scrutinizing the for- 
midable list of names thej^on,

. Without doubt the pr'nii'ary law as:iv stands in some of the 


states, perhaps in all of then'i, will havc.lo be modified to some 
extent before it is found 'entirely satisfactory. 
It may never 


prove entirely satisfactory-, but that it will be such a handicap 
to good governmenl as some are predicting is hardly lo.be 
believed.

It has been a question all along, whether Ihe old system was 


as bad as represented, and it is a question now whether the 
new system is really as faulty-.as.soine are proclaiming. When 
all is said and done, good government comes only from good 
citizenship, which involves careful' attention to political duties, 
and not from any particular system of primaries and elections.
